It's not helping the scene. It's 
not helpino punk to become biqoer, 


It's not only L.A. and New York, like 
I was talking to this kid who was 
down at D.C. last week and he said 
that some guy got on the stage and 
said I want all the D.C. people to 

90 on one side of the room and all 
the New York people on the other... 

I mean that's assinine, that's no 
fun. 


We're already a minority as it is. 


Yeah, we can't be fighting among 
ourselves. 


We don't want to compete with anybody. 
We just do what we do and we got same- 
thing to say, that's all. We hope to 
open peoples! minds. 


At least make them think. 


How do you feel about the state of 
things in the country today? 


Its really going down. Reagonomics is 
going to run this country into the 
ground. 


Its on it's way to a right wing. I hate 
to say this, Maggie Thatcher type thing.. 


It's like their putting money into 
destruction, instead of education and 
that's where the future is, education, 
and they don't put money into that. 


It's all going to fucking nuclear war 
and that's just a dead end.

What the hell do the Argentinians have 
any right to invade the Falklands is 
what I'd like to know. Let the Falklands 
govern themselves. You know its like

Do you feel you'll accomplish anything 
through your music? 


It's like this, you know, we're telling 
the truth and es long as we tell the 
truth we can always do what we're 
doing. I've shown our words to older 
people and they say,"Right on! Right 
on!" It's not just that were catering 
to a younger crowd. We don't care 

who comes and listens. 


It's like people should get together 
and start disobeying the government 
and not doing what government dic- 
tates to them and once the masses do 
that, then the government's gonna 
stop and take notice, and then maybe 
something can work out. Like down in 
Jamaica the Rastas are getting really 
tight together and they're starting 
to have an effect on the country 
down there, 


That's because they're an oppressed 
people...the average person here 
doesn't feel oppressed, he thinks 
this is the greatest country in the 
world. 


Well, they're blind. They're fools, 
as long as people remain ignorant 
the government's just gonna keep 
doing what its doing and that's 
taking us down the drain...back to 
your cuestion about accomplishing 
something...to think we're gonna 
change the world or change America 
or change Philly or change New York, 
I think it's a pipe dream, you know. 
But, me, it makes me feel better to 
know. that at least I'm trying, you 
know, at least I'm not being apathe- 
tic, just sitting there doing nothing, 
you know. 


We have definite feelings about this. 
If we convert one person, two people, 
that's worth it, you know. 


That's the same way we feel about 
Guillotine. If we reach one person, 
that's something. 


You can't expect to go out and change 
the world, you know. The world is 

too big. Change doesn't come from 

the outside, it comes from the in- 
side. If the people would change 
themselves, or at least were con- 
scious about it, that's when change 
starts, maybe not in the next gene- 
ration or the next generation or the 
next, but at least it would be going 
in the right direction. That's what 
we want to do. We want ta go in a 
positive direction and maybe we 
change ourselves. We're not part of 
the system, We don't play the system's 
games and maybe the next person will 
follow...

We walt 
inside,greeted by another well-dressed 

gentleman, and we begin to wonder, a?

But, no we're assured, this is 
indeed, the new Peppermint Lounge.

We search for familiar faces in this 
three-story fantasyland of glass and 
chrome and come up with two out-of=-place 
Sadistic Exploits members, looking as be- 
wildered as we feel. Where are all the New York 
hard core people, we ask ourselves, On the third 
floor we discover Timmy Sommers and his side kick, 
Jack Rabid holding court. It seems the rest of 
New York's finest are at CBGB's supporting the 
local bands. 


Local bands you can see almost any night,but how 
often do the Upstarts cross the Atlantic? It 
makes us wonder? 


After two hours of wandering around,sipping 
drinks to relieve the tedium of the place,we 
discover that the Angelic Upstarts are finally 
in their dressing room - go inside amidst the chaos 
that usually proceeds a gig - greet a few old faces, chat a bit, and 
they're ready to go on! 


we troop upstairs, get the camera ready! 


Tne Angelic Upstarts were in top form, opening 
she set with 'I'm An Upstart!! 


from the moment we walked into the Peppermint 
tounge, we had a slight inkling that the night 
might just be a fiasco. Girls just out of a 
rollerama, boys who looked like they jogged 
their way from Jersey — how were they going to 
relate to Mensi and company ? 


fut surprisingly enough the group who gave them 
go musch abuse, were, you guessed , New York 
hard core. In between songs they chorused, 
t9i,0i,Oi!". Who among them evan knew it’s 
meaning? Shouting "Black Flag are gonna blow 
you away!" (referring to a forthcoming gig 

in which the Upstarts are double billed with 
Black Flag).
